The conditions of the
bet are that every applinnce may be used
for traveling atter reschirg Mew York,
but that the joorney scross North Ameri-
ca must be made on foot. The bet is tor
three thousand pounds and the pedes-
triens are due at the Anckland club in
Melbourne just eight months from the
date of their departure, The travelers
are i good health und wre confident of
SUCCEsS.

TIE ENDOWMENT HOUSE OATIS.

Savt Lagg, Nov. 21.—In the Mormon
investigation to-day Mrs. B, Smith, neice
by marriage of Joseph Smath, wus called
as a witness tor the churen. She hud of-
ficiated in the Eandowment house, Lut
knew of no oath taken lo avcnge the
blood of Jaseph and Hiram Smith.
George Q. Cannon, the noted Mormon
leader, was called by the prosecution, and
ideniified the circular sent out by Limi-
self and Joln Tuylor in 1885, caliing on
the saints in this and adjoining territories
to contribute to the fund for the defense
of the Mormons charged with violsting
the Edmunds law, etc.

Mrs, Gilmore went through the Endow-
ment houss seventeen years ago with a
number of others, all of whom were enlled
upon to swear to avenge the blood of
Juseph and Hirum Smith upon the Ameri-
can nation, and teach it to their children
and children’s children to the fourth gen-
eration. Any one who violated the osth
or revesled the secrets was to be killed.
Henry W. Luwrence, presideat of the
Chamber of Commerce, testified that he
became a Mormon in childbhood. He
came to Utah thirty-nine years ago, of-
ficiated i the Endowment house for sev—
eral years, and was excommunicated in
1869 for questtoning the nght of the
privsthood to dictate in temporal affuirs
P¢rsocs going through the Endowment
bouse always toolk the vath of vengence,
Tnere was another covensant to odey the
priesthood in all things, and the penslty
of death was attached to the violution of
the covenants or the revealing of the se-
crets of the house. Ta the time of Bng-
bam Young the piesthood was supreme,
and Young controlled the people in all
things. The church wus in opposition to
the goverument, and the feelings of the
people were being alicnated more and
more, Wi'ness and some others started
a magnzine to disseminate more advanced
iflens, und were tried before a council of
the priests, with George . Caonon ss
prosecutor, and were excommunicated.
It was cluimed for the church that it was
the literal kindom of God, its jurisdiction
extending to all things, It was ex-
pected Lo control the whole curih in time,
and thea Christ was to come in persen
and teke charge. When wilness was ex-
communicated he was doing a busioess
of §15,000 to $30,000 a month, but ulter
the trial his business fell off greatly, and
he was socialy estracised. The cross
examination failed to shake Lawrence's
1¢stimony.

Penrose hins pot yet filed his statcment
and the court ruled this alternoon thut
the investigation be closed until Penrose
purged bimself of contempt.

WRECKS ON THE KORTHEEN.

Missoura, Mont, Nov. 22.—A terrific
snow storm struck here at 5 o'clock tiis
morniog. It is still raging wih fary.
All the trains on the Norhern Pacitic
are blozked. Two serious wrecks ara re-
prried near Bonner, several miles eust, on
the banks of the Hellgate rniver, in which
several trainmen were injured. A special
train conveying physicians bus guoe to
the scene.

PARTICULARE OF THE WRECKS,

Herexa, Moat., Nov. 22.—Two fright-
ful wrecks vecurred on the Nortbern Pa-
cific this evening. 'I'he first occurred
near DBearsmouth abount 8 o'clock, the
track spreading and derailing five cars of
the second section of west-bound [reight
No.15. A brakemun was seriously io-
jured, but the physicians have some hope
of saviog his life. A wrecking train was
1mmedistely sent out and in about three
hoors the truck was cleared for traflic.
Before this work was fairly finished
apothier and much greater disaster oc-
curred pear Booner. The frst scetion
ot west-bound freight No. 13 collided
with a comstruction train. Both engines
were compzletely demolisied aud several
cars were reduced to splinters, Several
truinmen were severely injured, and the
physicinns are now at the scene and ud-
mipistering to the wants of the suffere-s.
The locul officials are also at the sceae
of the wreck. The passenger train will
Le delayed twenty hours at Jeast. The
west—hound  passenger will not get
throush before to-morrow noun.

A FATHER'S DESPERATE DEED.

NEwW Youg, Nov. 22.-—Two nabies were
shot by ther father, Joseph Bmith, at 321
East Ninth street, this afternoon. Eiiza-
Leth, sged™ 2 years, 18 dead. Mary, 11
months old, hasa buollet in ber Lreast.
The father was arrested. Smith only
suceceded in inflieting a flesh wound on
himsell.  The bullet was directed toward
his stomach, but was deflected by a bub-
ton, Smith contracted consumption dar-
ing the gremt blizzard, and the doctor
had 10ld him that he could not live later
than next spriog. To add to his misery,
bis wife deserted Lun aod the children
two weeks ago, without warning or cause,
and Smith was dnven to desperation.
His wife, it is said, has been fond of male
com anions.

TiHE WRECKE OF THE FEARLESS,

S8ax Fraxoico, Nov. 22.-—At the office
of the Bimpson Lumber Company to-day,
it was stated that the lust tug was valued
at §15,000 and is the second tug of the
eame name which the company bas lost.
There was no insurance on the vessel.
Captain 1Iill has been in the employ of
the Simpson Lumber Company between
fourteen and filteen years, and was re-
garded us @ most able seaman, Ie leaves
a widow snd two children in North Bend,
to mourn his loss.

SOME ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS.

A.W. Sefton arrived here yesterday
from Coos bay. He saw the wreck of
tug Feiriess at the month of the Umpqua,
Thursday aiteroon. Tne action of the in-
epector of hulls in allowing the tug to go
to sea is very pgenerally condemned by
the people of Gardiner and vicinity, as
tlie fact thut she was not seaworthy was
ot torione. The inspcetor had torbidden
her to go to sea, but afterward counter-
mapded the order, and thus caused the
death of at least pioe persons. One-halt
of the hull ialyiog in the mud halfa
mile below Gardiner, while the stern,
with the pame on 1l, floated hulf a 1mle
above. It Is the general impression that
the tug sprung a leak and Cuptan Hill
was endeavoring to get into Umpgqua
for safety, as be bad no other business
there and was within twenty miles of her
destinstion, Coos bay. Captain Hill has
been on the Feariess ever since she was
buill, some seventeen yeurs ngo. He was
in command of a tug nained the Fearless
which was wrecked at the mouth of Coos
bay some eightecn years ago aud saved
the lives of his crew by tying a line
sround his wuist and swimming ashore

with it. He was ope of Lhe best known

men in the coasting tiade and was highly
respected, and much sorrow is expressed
on aeernnt of his sud fute. Ile leuves a
wife and three children at North DBend,
Cuos bay.

SIR JOHN MACDONALD RESIGNS.

Orraws, Nov, 24 —Sir Jobn Mae-
donald has resigned the presidency of the
council and taken the portlolio of rul-
wuys and canals, and Hon, C. C. Colby,
deputy speuker of the house of commous,
has been chosea to succeed him.

A HIGHBINDER WAR,

Warra Warra, Nov. 24 —The long
drawn out tiiul of 50 Ho Me, for killing
Ah Gow last June, termrinated this mora-
ing, the jury bringing in a wverdict of
murder 1n the second degree. As the
cuse progressed, it developed that is was
really o trial between the Hang Lung und
Hong Company, of Portinnd, snd the
Kwong Jew Company, here. Intense
cubitterment was manifested. Friduy
evening three of the Portland company,
including the ioterpreter, 8id Dia,
attempted to murder Shoo Fiy, a well
known local character, who is on the
side of the prosecution, Ooe was arrest-
ed by tlie police as he waled out to eatch
Shoo Fiy. He was found to be henvily
armed, and wus fined for carrying con-
cealed weapons. The police had to
protect the Portland Chinese last night
when the men went to the station to
take the (rain.

FROM EMIN Pasma.

Benrrix, Nov, 24—A letter from Dr.
Schweinfurth received trom Emin Pasha
is dnted Mission Station, Usumbrio, Vie-
torin Nyanza, August 23. Emmn ex-
presses the bope that he will goon be able
to mive dn account of the military revo
lution, the imprisonment of bimself and
Jephoon snd Duffile, the arrival of the
Mahdists at Ludi, the capture and de-
struction of Redjaf, the mussuscre of the
soldiers and officers sent agninst the Mah.
dists, the departure from Wadelal and
the flight to Zangueru and Llieir complete
defeat, the final upion with Stanley and
the highly interesting march, geographi-
cally apd otherwise, from Albert Nyanza.
DR. PETER'S SAFETY CONFIRMED,

LDERLIN, Nov. 24 —The German consul
at Zwnzibur confirms the report of the
sufety ot IDr. Peters.

ENOCKED OUT HI8 EYE.
IxpEPENDENCE, Or,, Nov 24.—Thurs-
day evening Thomas Elliott, o farmer
hiving opposite town, while chopping &
tree into cordwood wes struck in the
rizlit eye and the eyeball burst by a stick
of wood flying up. He was senseless for
seversl Lours and bus suffered intense
agony. His nght eye 1s entirely de-
stroyed.

THE MONTANA MUDDLE.
Herexa, Nov. 24—The situation this
evening remains without appaient change.
None of the membess buve left the city
but were scattered about town nearly the
entire day. Towards evening groups
were quietly discussing matters 1o the
hotel lobbies. It became visible that
some heavy work is being done. The
Repuplican leaders to-night assert hav-
ing the best of the sitnation and a sen
sation may be expected within the next
forty-eight hours.

Sanders and Powers have commenced
an earncst and sctive cauvass for the sen-
atorship. Bauders is pot overlooking any
turo and is well aware of a bitter oppo-
sition, The west siders sre still strongly
in hus fuvor and Hershgeld was remark—
ably uneasy ull day, Lee Muantle's
fricuds are not yet showing their hand,
which bodes no gocd to Power. It's not
vet pessible to say who will be the strong-
est candidate, ull ettention being centored
on the outcome of the legisiative mud-
die.

NEARLY A SET-TO.

It is also
stated that afterwards Moore, Fairweath-
er, Percival and others called on Mr. Al
len, und then and there Mr. Moore plain-
Iy told Mr. Allen that he had also been
very economical with the truth: that Al-
len bad been fulse to his promises, and
that he (Moore) would sce that Mr, Al-
len wou!d bave cause to regret his coali-
tirn with the Bquire party apd his
pertidy to him sud friends, and thst he
would in the futare have nothing what—
ever Lo do with Allen. Boore's langnage
is pronounced most bitter ead emphatic
to which Mr. Allen made no response
whatever but sat and took # ail, much
to the disgust of some of Allen’s friends
who were present. It 18 slso ststed by
Walls Walla pariies who were on the
ground that had vot Mr. Allen mude the
combination it is serious!y doubted if his
election wonld have occurred.

VAN TASSBEL ETEN BY EHARES,

Sax Frascisco, Nov. 23.—The Ocesnic
stesmer Zealandia arsived from Sydoey
and Auckland via Honolulu at noon to-
day. Bhe reports thut as she was enfer
ing the barbor at Honolula on Nov. 16,
Prof, Vun Tassel, the balloonist, made
an ascension from the shore and dropped
from Lis balloon in a parachute, He fell
into the ocean sbout two milss from the
shore vod one mi'e from the steamer.
He wus then seen no more, and it is
supposed that he was eaten by sharks.
Vun Tassell recently gave performances
in Oregon and left San Francieco a few
weeks ago for Honolulu and Australia,
where he expected to give exhibitions.

AN OLD MAKNK ENDS IS EXISTENCE.

Bearrie, Nov. 25—W. P. Rositer,
aged T0 years, who during the past three
months has been keeping & small cigar
stand in the lower part of thecity, com-
mitted suicide this morning by shooting
himself through the head. This morning
liia son Frapk, who runs & restaurant,
missed him for some time snd accom-
punied by a friend commenced a search,
The cuthouse wus found to be locked on
the iaside and us no respopse could be
obtained to his iuquiry, the door was
oroken open, when a borrible spectacle
was presented to view, old msp Rositer’s
body wus discovered half sitting. and baif
lying un the seat.

is satisfied that the prosecuting evidenooe s
substantial, Pilien and his fate will be
transferred to Judge Deady’s court.

The story of the murder was told so long
ngo that it will, perhaps, oot be out of place
to recapitulate the accompanying circum-
stances. Mrs, Russey, an aged woman who
wanted but ¢ decade of the three score and
ten years allotted to life, resided on the
Umatilla reservations ata point about fif-
teon miles from thia city, ler home wos
an  unppretentions ooe, for she was not »
womnn of moans, and so was the residence
of her won, who, with his wife, dwelt in a
cutlage about one hundred yards from her
abode. It was a bright skining morning
last spring when her son rapped at the door
to ewaken her and prepare for their costos
mary Sabbath visit to the church, He got
no answer. He rapped agan, and then ime
patient or fearing that sometbing had hap-
pened, he opened the door and entered the
room. the spectacle beforc his eyes was
enough to unnerve any man, for his wmother
lay dead upon the floor, her head & crushed
snd beaten mass, from which the blood
elowly vozed and watted her disheveled
bair, Young Russey lost no time in Riving
a general alarm and when responso came,
the work of searching for a clue to tho mur-
der was commenced.  An important point
of evidence was soon found in the shape of
a piece of cloth that bad evidently
wrenched by the deceased from her nsanil-
ant's habiliments, A few yards from the
door there was also a link in chain of ovi-
dence for on the ground lay a piece of an
Indian breech-clout and by the condition of
the carth a Lorse bad evidently been tied
there.

Conjectures as to who the murdérer could
be were many; the brant of the suspicions
falling on Pilien, who, it was enid, bad been
frequently seen about the cabin, with evis
dently eyil intent. Inguiries led to many
results that tended to confirm the suspicion,
One individual said that Pilieu was drunk
on the might of the marder, another had
gecn hia equaw hastily washing his clothes
in the creeck the following marning, and to
cap all, it was asserted that from his gar-
ment was miszing a piece of cloth coinciding
umur.ly_ with that found in the murdered
Wwoman's reom. So on the strength of these
atatements Pilien was arrested and brought
before a committing magistrate, who or-
dered him to jail to await the action of the
grauvd jory, and there he has been ever
since, shunning his fellow prisoners, and
seeking a corner where he can sit and mope
in solitude, ua e was doing yesterday after-
nnon when & Tribune reporter was admitted
within the cage to see him. The stoical ex-
pression of the Indian’s race seemed more
marked than usual on his face, but his eyes
lit up with a gleam of interest when s
visitor meationed the subject of the mur-
der. At first his replies to all queries wore
monosyllabie, but suddenly he warmed up
and commenced to talk with great vebee
mence,  *1 did wot kill her,” he said in the
peculiar jargon of the Judian race, *'I was
at home at Cayure creek all that night sod
can bring people to prove it. Again, I have
vo horse, and they say that I rode up to
her honss aud tied my horse ouotside,”
Then he checked his ontburst and returned
to his former reserved, impatieut style, from
which no efforts of his ifuterviewer conld
again budge him. His “Good bye” was
said with evident relief as his guest arose to
take his departure and he retired to the
corner of his cell and threw himself upon
his bed as the heavy iron door closed and
left him in solitude,
